This requires a fair amount of skill, so keep trying — it's well worth the extra 

effort. 

It is very important to look after your shield and weapon energy. Only fire weapons when ttiere is a good chance 

ttiat your shot will hit the target; don't waste bullets. 

Keep yourself well protected by buying new and more powerful shields. The least powerful shield is the gloves. 

These can only take two hits when they are fully charged. It's best to obtain more protective shields as soon as 

possible — like the helmet or the body armour. 

Weapons are mainly a matter of personal choice, but the most effective when first plating the game are tlie swori 

and the spinner; both are fast and easy to use. Different weapons can betioughtata variety of shops, so it may tw 

wise to shop around before condemning any cash, especially on the later levels. 

The longer you remain in a single level the more difficult it becomes. Also, the price of objects increase with time. 

so you must work fast to complete the levels (hopefully, these tips should allow you to do just that!)
